that of labor. Politicians of all 
groups admit that labor is today the 
key to the social arch. But it is so 
question that it can, of course, 
only be dealt with in a paper at 
enormous length, and even then only 
inadequately. If there were one 
school of labor politics it might be 
different; but though labor will, 
a rule, unite in opposition to capital, 
there are as many schools of labor 
politics as there are capitalistic tem- 
peraments. Even amongst unions 
is the greatest divergency of 
outlook. 

The official labor leader is gener- 
ally a cautious individual. With the 
responsibil..ies of his position always 
before him, and with the question of 
strike pay more or less of a bogey, 
he is cOmmonly more than willing to 
compromise. Thus it comes about 
that there is a tendency today amongst 
the younger labor men to break 
loose, to declare strikes independently 
of official consent and generally to 
that the tail shall wag the dog. 

This is perhaps seen most emphati- 
cally in England in the Independent 
Labor Party. The Independent Labor 
Party forms numerically an insigni- 
ficant proportion of the movement. The 
Independent Labor man is as a rule 
better educated and practically in- 
variably much safer than the ordinary 
union member. As a consequence of 
this he attends lodges assiduously, he 
with greater conviction and

influence out of all proportion to his 
number. Unfortunately -he is quite 
commonly also more rancorous in his 


|point of view. Still his qualities give 


him an undoubted advantage, with the 


result that 10 Independent Labor men 


not infrequently decide the point of 
view ofa lodge of 400. 
Then again, there is the Bolshevistic 


‘element, which is supposed to be pec!1- 


iarly strong at Clydebank. The Bol- 
shevistic element at Clydebank is no 
doubt very different indeed from the 
Bolshevistic element in Petrograd. 
That is to say it is Bolshevistic in com- 
parison much more than in actuality. 
Still Bolshevistic Clydebank would go 
to all sorts of lengths beyond anything 


the organized union would dream of. 


In a word, it would be quite prepared - 
to produce economic anarchy as a 
milestone on the road to what it would 
term the freedom of the worker. 

It has in its platform two very 
simple planks; two planks so simple 
that they are capable of being con- 
ceived by the most uneducated. The 
first of these planks is by a succes- 
sion of apparently senseless strikes, 
but all engineered with a _ purpose, 
to make capital unproductive... A 
strike here and strike there, which 
will perpetually disorganize not only 
the industry interrupted but affiliated 
industries, tend to destroy the value 
of production, to reduce industry to 
chaos, and so to make possession of 
capital of no avail. It is hoped, in 
short, in this way to reduce capital 
to a condition where, when unable to 
earn anything, it will be rendered 
valueless. ° 

This leads naturally to the second 
plank which is a syndicalistic one and 
has for its object the seizure of vari- 
ous industries by the workers oper- 
ating them. The whole scheme is so 
simple that the most uneducated man 
can take it in and can see the per- 
sonal gain which is supposed to be 
forthcoming from it. What the vunednu- 
cated man does not take in is that a 
process of anarchy may produce con- 
ditions which will not be ad-anta- 
geous, even to the proletariat. But 
this is a .question of analysis 
rather than program, and it is 
the program which is being dealt 
with at the present moment. As a 
matter of fact the older trade union- 
ist does recognize what is happening. 
He understands fully that he is be- 
ing faced w an effort to thrust the 
labor agitation back to a condition 
from which the trade unionist, no mat- 
ter what the faults of his own system 
may have been, rescued it, and he 
regards with alarm this Bolshevistie

[NX APPARENT desperation, the e liquor interests in the 
United States, through the medium of. their publicity 
bureau, are pointing out, as an evidence of hypocrisy 
among prohibitionists, that many persons who have 
clamored for the extirpation of the traffic in intoxicants 
are themselves habitually addicted to drink. ‘This ts true, 
but it is not new. It proves nothing except that the 
drinker often knows more about the evils of alcohol than 
the total abstainer, and feels them more keenly. That, 
speaking generally, persons addicted to the liquor habit 
are opposed to the liquor trade is one of the most convinc- 
ing arguments in favor of its prohibition. 
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One of the tast ships to be sunk by a torpedo was 
the Lucia, which left port provided with a system of 
buovancy-boxes, and was optimistically described as “‘un- 
sinkable.’”” The term has been applied to other vessels 
that have failed to prove it, and doubtless will be.to yet 
others still to be constructed.

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CONSIDERING the proportions of the traveling public 
in the United States, the fact that the bureau for sug- 
gestions and complaints of the Railroad Administration 
received no more than 11,660 letters in sixteen months 
would be complimentary even if there had not been twice. 
as many letters of commendation as of complaint. Un- 
questionably people were more than normally patient 
with every form of public service that had war business 
to consider first; but the Railroad Administration also. 
encouraged and secured an average of courteous treat- 
ment from emplovees to customers which the customers 
appreciated. And the opportunity to express their 
opinions and make their suggestions was a good business 
inethod. It secured cooperation, and can now be written 
down as another case in which everybody worked 
together to meet a national crisis. 

Now that building operations held in abeyance dur- 
ing the last few years are about to be resumed, there ts 
some apprehension in the United States lest the next 
decade will see an over-standardization of domestic archi- 
tecture. The tendency, say those whose business is to 
know about such matters, moves toward the day when a 
man may order his house by mail, with the advantage of 
knowing just what it will cost and the disadvantage of not 
employing his own architect; but, say those who uphold 
the system, in most cases he will really employ a better 
architect. Nor will the wholesale building of houses by 
corporations altogether ,eliminate the private architect. 
ot clothing, for example, produced a like 

andardization, byt it did not eliminate the custom tailor, 
nor did it make all men look so much aitke that anybody 
need be disturbed over their similarity. 


LU'NTIL quite recently the title “pig club” might have 
suggested something 1n the nature of consumption, rather 
than production ; but such is nag“at all the case with the 
pig clubs oft (seorg1a, started by the sc shoolboy Ss 1m IOT 4.
